WOMAN ARRAIGNS I D L E S

AND EXTRAVADANT RICH 


THINGS SENATOR TUMAN 
SAID IN CHICAGO ADDRESS 


Senator Benjamin R. Tillman did 
speak in Chicago on the race question 
in spite of the negroes efforts to pre­ 
vent him. He could not be bluffed. 
He are some of the things the senator 
said: 
“I have been advertised to talk of 
the “Annexation of Cuba” continued 
he, “but in view of the fact that I 
could not discuss the subject without 
touching upon the race question, I am 
going to goat the matter hammer and 
tongs, straightforward, like a man. 
“Therefore l;shall discuss the race 
question pure and simple from an 
American standpoint and not from a 
Cuban point bf view. 
Owing to my 
experience with the question and the 
dilligent study I have made of it, I be­ 
lieve I am better qualified to discuss 
this question thon any other man in 
America. I am going to base my ap­ 
peal on facts—noton theories. 
"You mike up your minds that 
equality bef ore the law which the fif­ 
teenth amendment guarantees is right 
and should be enforced, notwithstand­ 
ing its results. If this law was enforced 
it would result in two states at least 
being dominated absolutely by negroes, 
while four others would be so near be­ 
fog governed by the negro that there 
Would practically be an equal division 
pf officers.” 
A. voice: “ How about the law?” 
Senator Tillman: “ The law? To hell 
With Mick law,'* 
“ No matterfwhat the people in the 
north may say or do, the white race in 
the south will never be dominated by 
the negro, and I want to tell you now 
that if some state should ever make an 
attempt To save South Carolina, we 
will show them in their fanaticism that 
we will make it red before we make it 
black. 


“ God Almighty made the Caucasian 
of better clay than the Mongolian or 
the African or any other race. The 
Ethiopian is a burden carrier. 
He has 
done absolutely nothing for history, nor 
has he ever achieved anything of great 
importance. There are no great men 
among the race. Yet this people has 
been picked out by the fanatics of the 
north and lifted up to the equality of 
citizenship and to the rights of suffrage. 
“ No doubt many of you have listened 
to the oratory of the greatest colored 
man of this country, Booker Washing­ 
ton. He had a white father, however, 
and out of his brains and his character 
he has gotten his qualities from that 
father.” 
Senator Tillman then told his audi­ 
ence of the attacks on white women by 
negroes in the south and declared that 
the people of the north were in a great 
measure responsible for this state of 
affairs. 
In conclusion Senator Tillman said: 
“ Now as a general illustratiqp of the 
injustice that is sometimes done, Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt discharged three compa­ 
nies of colored soldiers without a court­ 
martial, and in doing this he punished 
innocent men for the crime of a few. 
In doing this he transcended the author­ 
ity of the law, and he ought not to 
have done it,” 


New York,,Nov. 29.-Mrs. Rose Pas­ 
tor Stokes arraigned the idle rich in an 
interview atelier home, 45 Norfolk street, 
paying particular attention to Miss 
Giulia Morosini on account of a recent 
published statement in which the bank­ 
er’s daughter took occasion to inquire 
what the working girls would do were 
it not for the rich to give them em­ 
ployment. 
( “ Women of Miss Morosini’s class 
may not be aware of the fact that they 
are paupers,” said Miss Stokes. “ A 
pauper is one who is supported at the 
expense 
of the community, either 
through inability or unwillingness to 
support himself. It seems to me the 
one who can. but is unwilling to, sup­ 
port himself is the truer pauper of the 
two. In a just and fair society and in 
a state of high civilization there will 
he no room for the latter kind of pau­ 
perism. 
“ Miss Morosini says she believes 
that woman’s duty is to dress as beau­ 
tifully as possible, from an artistic 
point of view, because in doing so she 
keeps money in circulation, lf one has 
done nothing to earn that money, the 
circulation of it is no virtue. 
It is be­ 
cause such women as Miss Morosini 


never think what things cost, and the 
working classes are compelled to think 
constantly of what things cost, that 
the rude awakening is bound to come 
to us all some day. 
“Perhaps it will come at a greater 
cost than we can afford unless these 
women who spend great wealth they 
have never earned begin to think early 
and soon of the deep injustice underly­ 
ing our economic and social conditions. 
“Wasteful and extravagent women 
are not happy, because they do not de­ 
serve to be happy. 
Women having 
only barely enough clothes to give them 
a semblance of self-respect cannot be 
happy. There is not a thing Miss 
Morosini wears that is not produced 
by labor, and yet labor lives in poverty. 
“It is her duty to inquire into the 
sources of her wealth; to inquire who 
produced it, and under what conditions; 
to inquire the compensation of those 
who produced it, and why she who 
bears no relation to it, should have it. 
That is her plain duty, if she would but 
see it—not the putting it into circula­ 
tion for personal adornment.”

Guthrie, Ok. Nov, 29—The printing 
of the daily records and printing and 
binding the permanent journels of the 
constitutional convention and the man­ 
ner of their distribution furnished the 
only text for discussion in yesterday’s 
proceedings. Centered in the discus­ 
sion was whether the authority to spend 
the $100,000 appropriated by congress 
rested with the convention or with 
Territorial Secretary Filson, who is 
named as disbursing officer in the en­ 
abling act; also the relative congress­ 
ional and convention powers. 


NEW COUNTIES THE BIG QUESTION 
The big question before the cons ti - 
tutional convention, and one which in­ 
terests both Territories, is settlement 
of the county boundaries and county 
•eats. The early disposition to make 
temporary provision and allow the 
Legislature to supply the permanent 
geography has almost disappeared. 
There are in Guthrie 
lobbies from 
every section of the new state with 
towns and communities eager to be 
preferred. One element is urging that 
the people’s convenience should guide 
Ole convention in its work, 
whereas 
another contends the recognized com­ 
mercial center should form the pivot 
for new county lines. The convention 
will hardly do more than to mark the 
boundary lines and ask the people to 
say where their seat of government 
•hall be. Such action will eliminate 
one feature of the lobby. 
As much as ..the people may desire 
the wiping out of the imaginary line 
between the two territories, politically 


it remains and is destined to, unless 
the matter of counties is settled satis­ 
factorily. Thirty-three of Indiau Ter­ 
ritories delegates came from districts 
in which there is no recording town. 
Thirty-four come from Oklahoma dis­ 
tricts in which there is no court house. 
These forces combined will give more 
than a voting majority and will stand 
for a new line up and more counties 
which will satisfy the burning desire 
for additional court houses. Under 
their plan the county lines only are to 
be drawn and the matter of county 
seats left for local selection.
